While Rockefeller would not 


consider defeat, he told news- 
men at his headquarters before 
he retired that he would not 
abandon his fight to build a two- 
party system in Arkansas if'he 
lost. 


He said during the campaign 


that, if he was defeated, he 
would run again in 1966. Faubus 
has said he definitely will not 
seek a seventh term two years 


from now.

The impact of the Rockefeller 


defeat on the two-party effort 
Will be difficult to assess. A lot 
depends on Faubus' final mar- 
gin. Rockefeller s u p p o r t efs 
hoped to get at least 45 per cent 
of the vote. 
: The question also remains as 
to whether any effort can be 
measured by, its failure against 
Faubus—the champion vote get- 
ter in Arkansas history. 


Faubus ran up his margin by 


polling well in the rural and 
Delta counties, where he has al- 
ways been strong, and holding 
his own in the cities and in sev- 
eral Northwest Arkansas coun- 
ties in which Rockefeller hoped 
to write him a ticket to retire- 
ment. 


All indications pointed to a 


record voter turnout. Most poll- 
ing places had lines of voters 
through the day. Many ran out 
of ballots and ordered more. 
Some ran out again. 


The vote in Pulaski County 


was so heavy that by midnight 
the tally was reported in only 
seven precincts. 


Faubus voted at Huntsville, 


watched early returns on televi- 
sion at the mansion and then 
went to his headquarters in mid- 
evening. He held his fingers in 
a "V" for Victory sign and said, 
"I hope I don't have to take this 
down this evening." 


Faubus was not in any real 


danger, even when 200 boxes re- 
nained to be counted in Pulaski 
County. Hundreds of large box- 
es were at the same time un- 
counted in .counties where he 
was outpolling Rockefeller two 
and three to one. 


The governor had his best 


percentage margin about 9 p.m. 
when he was leading Rockefel- 
ler two to one with about 67 pet- 
cent of the vote. His percentage 
slipped after that while his ma- 
jority mounted. 


If Faubus' final percentage 


holds in the area of 60 per cent, 
it will be his most impressive 
victory since 1958 when he 
polled 70 per cent of the vote. 
He got about 65 per cent in this 
year's Democratic primary but 
his three opponents were politi- 
cal unknowns. 


His tightest race was his first 


one when he edged Gov. Fran- 
cis Cherry in a runoff. The only 
other time he failed to score 
impressively was in the 1962 
primary when he settled for 51. 
per cent in defeating five op 
ponents.;

E. Germans 
Are Visiting 
in the West 


By HANS NEUERBOURG 
F R A N K F U R T , Germany 


(AP) — The Communists for the 
first time let large numbers of 
East Germans visit the West 
today for tearful. reunions with 
relatives. The visitors are old 
persons who no longer work. 


The first group of pensioners 


arrived by train in central Ger- 
many from Leipzig shortly after 
midnight. During the next year 
as many as 3.2 million of them 
are expected to enter West Ger- 
many in the largest East-West 
crossing since the Iron Curtain 
came down at the end of World 
War II. 


East 
German 
Communist 


leader 
Walter 
Ulbricht 
ap- 


proved "Operation Oldster" last 
August in an apparent bid to 
improve relations with the Lu- 
theran Church, which reported- 
ly suggested the visits. The 
East German Press hailed the 
arrangement as proof, of the 
Communist regime's "humani- 
tarian attitude." 


The pensioners, men over 65 


and women over 60, had permis- 
sion to remain in. the West a 
month. The Red regime did not 
appear concerned over the pos- 
sibility of defections, presuma- 
bly because the old people are 
no longer a factor in East Ger- 
man production. 


Previously, elderly East Ger- 


mans were permitted to leave 
only if they renounced their 
pension payments. Now if they 
defect they can get West Ger- 
man pensions. West German 
officials said all who wanted it 
would be given asylum, but no 
official effort would be made to 
get any to defect. 


Residents at Wolsburg, the 


first train stop in West Germa- 
ny, greeted the tired but hanpy 
travelers 
from 
Leipzig. Red 


Cross nurses gave them refresh- 
ments. 


Meanwhile, hundreds of thou- 


sands of West Berliners 
are 


going through the wall to visit 
relatives in the Soviet sector of 
divided Berlin. Nearly 100,000 
with 
the necessary 
permits 


made the crossing Sunday. 


The Communists opened the 


wall last Friday for the second 
time since it was erected in 
1961. It will remain open until 
Nov- 12 in the first of four visit- 
ng periods 
during the next 


year.

CHICAGO (AP) - Narcotics 


trafficking 
among 
teen-agers, 


long a nationwide problem, is 
getting out of hand in the Chica- 
go area, a police official said 
today. 


Teen-agers from all social and 


economic levels, but predomi- 
nantly, Caucasian, are Busing, 
'bennies and Christmas trees'"' 
for kicks, Lt. Cornelius Casey 
said in an interview. 


Casey, commander 
of 
the 


narcotics section, said amphet- 
amine sulphate "pep pills", — 
bennies—and brightly colored 
barbiturate capsules — Christ- 
mas trees—are sold, by and to 
teen-agers, for 10 to 25 cents 
per pill. 


Doctors prescribe 
ampheta- 


mines as stimulants and appe- 
tite reducers, and barbiturates 
as tranquilizers and sleep in- 
ducers. 


Casey cited two recent cases. 


One involved a 22-year-old man 
who attacked three policemen, 
hauling two down a flight of 
steps. He admitted using pills. 


The other concerned a 20- 


year-old 
girl 
who said 
she 


walked the streets to support an 
amphetamine habit started by 
her sister and brother-in-law, 
who sold her pills once her habit 
was formed. 


Casey said his unit makes 500 


narcotics arrests per year in the 
17-to-20 age group and that "a 
good portion" involve victims of 
pills. 


"You can't tell what the teen- 


age user is likely to do," Casey 
said. "They take three or four 
at a time, and they take them 
only for one reason — to get 
high."

brother of the late President 
John F. Kennedy, took a Senate 
•eat by pushing aside the re- 
election bid of Kenneth B. Keat- 
ing, a white-haired Republican 
who steadfastly refused to en- 
<torse Barry Goldwater for pres- 
ident but still fell under the 
Johnson tide in New York. 


Joining Kennedy in the Senate 


was another young man who 
swept a Republican incumbent 
out of office — 36-year-old Jo- 
seph D. Tydings of Maryland, a 
tfose 
friend of the Kennedy 


family and the stepson of form- 
er Maryland Sen. Millard Tyd- 
ings. 


Kennedy, Tydings and Sen. 


Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
32, the youngest brother of the 
late Presdient who easily won 
re-election, could form a new, 
powerful Kennedy swing both in 
the Senate and in the Demo- 
cratic party. 


But this new wing will not 


include one whom some observ- 
ers once considered a sure 
member — Pierre Salinger. The 
portly former press secretary of 
both Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson — already a senator 
from California by appointment 
— was defeated by George Mur- 
phy, the former Hollywood song 
and dance man, who stopped 
Salinger's bid to win the Califor- 
nia seat by election. 


The Republicans had more 


than Murphy to show as a new 
face in the Senate. Taft, the 
grandson of President William 
Howard Taft and the son of 
three-time presidential aspirant 
Robert A. Taft, took his father's 
old seat in Ohio by defeating

incumbent 
Young.

By early morning, the Demo- 


crats had won 26 of the 35 Sen- 
ate seats at stake, taking 3 seats 
from the Republicans. The Re- 
publicans had won 8 seats, tak- 
ing 2 from the Democrats. Dem- 
ocrat Sen. Howard Cannon of 
Nevada was leading in the last 
Senate race. 


This would give the Demo- 


crats at least 66 seats in the new 
Senate— the same as they had 
going into Tuesday's election. 


With the final totals still to 


come in the House, the Demo- 
crats had won 264 of the 435 
seats, a clear majority. In doing 
so, they took away 32 Republi- 
can places. The Republicans 
had won 121 seats, gaining 9 
from the Democrats. 


Despite the Republican gains 


in the South— they picked up 
five scats in Alabama and one 
in 
Mississippi— they 
dropped 


their only two Texas House 
seats. Both Reps. Bruce Alger 
and Ed Foreman were upset by 
Democrats in the 
President's 


home state. 


The Democrats, besides their 


victories

The beaten Republican nomi- 


didn't have an easy time of it. 


With 458 of 653 precincts re- 


ported, the count showed Trim- 
ble with 34,536 votes and Hin- 
shaw with 28,118. 


Hinshaw stayed on the heels 


of the veteran Democratic con- 
gressman in the early tabula- 
tion. Trimble started to pull 
away at 9 p.m., when he led by 
only 39 of 3,000 votes. His lead 
mounted steadily through the 
long night of slow counting. 


There was moral victory in 


defeat for Hinshaw; who yielded 
to no candidate for whatever of- 
fice in enthusiasm for cam- 
paigning. He gave Trimble the 
hardest race he has had since 
he first won his 3rd District seat 
in 1944. 
. 


Trimble, 70, won an llth term. 


He did it with his patented 
"soft sell" campaigning in the 
face of a spirited attack by Hin- 
shaw on his voting record. 


Hinshaw, 47, had youth and 


vigor on his side. He said Trim- 
ble was far too liberal to be 
serving Arkansas and suggested 
that the congressman was too 
old to properly serve the dis- 
trict. 


Trimble said in response that 


he had never cast a vote he 
was ashamed of, that he made 
98 per cent of the congressional 
roll callg in 1964 and that he 
would not have run again if his 
health had not b e e n good 
enough to let him do his job.
